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INTRODUCTION 


Climatic  : 

The  year  perhaps  was  noteworthy  for  an  exceptionally  dry 
summer  and  autumn. 


Vital  Statistics  : 

Births  : 

The  number  of  live  births  and  the  birth  rate  were  greater  than 
those  for  1954.  The  fertility  rate  was,  however,  slightly  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  There  was  a welcome  drop 
in  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year.  This  rate  and  that  of 
still  births  are,  however,  still  above  the  corresponding  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  are  a cause  of  concern. 

Deaths  : 

The  death  rate  was  slightly  higher  than  that  for  1954  and  the 
comparable  rate  was  greater  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  This 
is  probably  mainly  due  to  the  types  of  industry  in  the  area.  Of 
the  18  accidental  deaths  which  occured  during  the  year,  six  were 
due  to  falls  in  the  home. 

Infectious  Diseases  : 

There  was  during  the  year  a widespread  epidemic  of  a mild  form 
of  measles  in  the  area.  Although  there  were  over  1,000  cases, 
complicaticns  were  exceptionally  rare  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  this 
was  mainly  responsible  for  the  increased  Pneumonia  notifications. 
It  was  also  considered  responsible  for  three  deaths. 

73  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  25  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever  continues  to  be  of  a mild  type, 
though  it  must  be  noted  that  a large  number  of  streptococcal 
throats  without  rash  were  apparently  present  in  the  area  during  the 
year. 

Tuberculosis  : 

45  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  to  52  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  cases  29  were 
Respiratory  and  16  Non-Respirator y.  The  fact  that  the  area  is  an 
Attested  Area  as  regards  milk  seems  to  have  had  little  influence  on 
the  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  incidence  as  yet.  Tuberculosis 
deaths  were  12  during  the  year  as  compared  to  7 in  the  previous 
year.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this 
crippling  disease.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  is  due  to  visit  the 
area  during  1956  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  co-operate  and 
make  full  use  of  this  service. 
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Water  Services  : 

Concern  is  felt  about  the  existing  treatment  plant.  This  has  been 
discussed  with  the  Engineer  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  position  will  be 
remedied  during  1956. 

Housing  : 

The  Council  has  pursued  a vigorous  housing  programme  to  rehouse 
overcrowded  and  badly  housed  families.  It  is  perhaps  encouraging 
that  the  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  to  modernise 
old  houses  increased  from  29  in  1954  to  69  in  1955.  There  still 
remain,  however,  a large  number  of  houses  in  the  area  where 
amenities  such  as  those  supplied  in  Council  houses  are  absent. 

The  work  of  the  department  was  handicapped  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  by  the  absence  of  Mr.  Rowlands  and  the  ill-health  of 
Mr.  Treharne,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

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The  infant  mortality  rate  is  probably  the  best  index  we  possess  to 
the  social  circumstances  of  an  area,  as  the  rate  tends  to  be  high  in 
places  where  bad  housing,  overcrowding,  defective  sanitation, 
coupled  with  maternal  ignorance  and  neglect  are  found.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  dropped  from  46.0  in 
1945  to  24.9  in  1955.  During  the  same  period,  that  in  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  has  dropped  from  45.7  to  43.65  in  1954  and  29.93  in 
1955.  The  rates  for  Greater  London  and  other  countries  show 
that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  this  area.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities 

(a)  An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  pathological  specimens,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream  samples, 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

(b)  Water  Analysis. — This  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans, 
B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  the  County  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Carmar- 
then, and  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

Part  III.  of  the  services  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  Carmarthen  County  Council. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  opened  a Loan  Depot  at 
Lucania  Buildings,  Llanelly,  where  a limited  supply  of  household 
and  sick  room  appliances  are  made  available.  The  Depot  is  open 
Monday  to  Friday  from  6.30 — 7.30  p.m.  Equipment  for  home 
nursing  may  also  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council.

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HOSPITALS 


The  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious 
Diseases  and  a certain  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  situated  in 
the  area. 

Local  Hospitals  : 

There  are  three  local  hospitals — Llanelly  General  Hospital  of 
166  beds ; Bryntirion  Hospital  of  147  beds  and  the  Glasfryn 
Maternity  Hospital  of  12  beds. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  showed  considerable  concern  about 
the  scarcity  of  maternity,  acute  and  chronic  sick  hospital  beds  in 
the  area.  Joint  representations  with  neighbouring  authorities  was 
made  to  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board,  in  an  attempt  to 
rectify  this  position,  and  to  provide  improved  specialist  and  hos- 
pital facilities  for  the  area.  The  waiting  lists  for  admission  to  the 
local  hospitals  show  the  pressing  need  for  more  accommodation. 
Most  medical  opinions  today  believe  that,  wherever  possible,  it  is 
best  to  treat  the  patient  in  the  home.  In  order  to  do  this  success- 
fully the  home  should  have  the  facilities  and  amenities  today 
regarded  as  necessary  for  its  smooth  running.  The  Council,  by  its 
housing  programme,  modernisation  of  old  Council  houses,  and  the 
provision  of  improvement  grants,  etc.,  is  endeavouring  to  give  the 
people  these  facilities  and  amenities. 

Gynaecological  Clinic  : 

Under  the  arrangements  of  the  County  Council  a Clinic  is  held 
at  the  Nursing  Institute,  Goring  Road,  Llanelly,  twice  monthly  for 
married  women  requiring  advice  on  birth  control  on  medical  grounds. 
Medical  practitioners  requiring  the  attendance  of  patients  at  the 
Clinic  are  required  to  send  full  particulars  under  confidential  cover, 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  : 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  are  now  distributed  under  the  arrangements  of 
the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  at  Clinics. 

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to 
undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain  cases 
of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance,  domestic 

help  can  be  arranged  when  needed  through  the  National  Assistance 
Board. 
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Mental  Health  Service  : 

The  Officers  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under  the 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  for  the  provision  and  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  Mental  illness  are  : —

Mental  Defectives  : 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives. 

Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  a Social  Worker  and  a Home 
Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home  teaching  of  mental  defectives. 
An  Occupation  Centre  has  been  opened  at  the  old  Nevill’s  Foundry 
Offices,  Ann  Street,  Llanelly,  during  1955.  Defectives  who  cannot 
be  fitted  into  the  community  are  referred  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  admission  to  suitable  institutions. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service  : 

There  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  and 
the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  Technicians  are 
available. 

Blood  Grouping  and  Cross  Matching  are  part  of  the  normal 
laboratory  routine  and  a twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained  for 
em  urgencies. 

The  demand  on  the  Blood  Bank  is  extremely  heavy  and,  un- 
fortunately, is  by  no  means  covered  by  donations  from  the  local 
population.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Source  of  Supply. — Llynyfan  has  a storage  capacit.v  at  the  intake 
works  of  approximately  200,000,000  gallons,  and  the  Council  are 
under  an  obligation  to  supply  680,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  as 
compensation  water  to  the  River  Towy  Fisheries  Board  by  the 
Llanelly  Rural  District  Water  Act,  1912. 

The  source  is  a natural  reservoir  in  an  isolated  mountainous 
area.  The  water  is  subjected  to  a rapid  coarse  sand  filtration  and 
chlorination.  A report  as  to  the  advisability  of  increased  protection 
of  the  source  and/or  increased  treatment  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Health  Committee. 
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Extensions  of  water  mains  were  carried  out  at  : Heol  Ddu, 

Trimsaran  Road  ; Pwysdy,  Pontyates  ; Brynbanal,  Pontyberem  , 
Bryngwyn  and  Bryndu,  Pontyberem,  and  to  the  following  Housing 
Sites  : — Denham  Avenue,  Bethesda  Road,  Tumble,  and  Danybank, 
Furnace.

The  Dafen  River  continues  to  be  a matter  of  concern  to  my 
Department  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  crude  sewage  that  is  dis- 
charged into  the  stream,  and  work  of  cleaning  the  bed  of  the  river 
has  had  to  be  regularly  carried  out.  The  Engineer’s  scheme  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Halfway  in 
conjunction  with  the  extension  and  improvements  to  the  Sewerage 
Disposal  systems  at  Bynea  and  Llwynhendy  districts  has  been 
completed,  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  Work  commenced  3rd  October,  1955. 

I regret  that  the  Department  has  still  to  give  attention  and 
cleaning  to  watercourses  at  Ynyshafren,  Ponthenry ; Panty- 
gwenith,  Five  Roads  and  Bryngwili,  Hendy,  pending  the  completion 
of  connecting  all  houses  in  these  areas  to  the  Council’s  sewers.

Smoke  and  Grit  Nuisances 

Complaints  of  nuisances  arising  from  smoke  and  grit  were  in- 
vestigated at  the  following  factories  : — 

Bynea  Steelworks,  Ltd.,  Bynea. 

Llanelly  Steelworks  (1907),  Ltd. 

The  management  of  both  works  were  interviewed  and  it  was 
found  that  in  the  case  of  Llanelly  Steelworks,  dark  smoke  was 
being  emitted  due  to  intermittent  faults  in  their  oil  combustion 
plant.  The  management  at  Bynea  again  promised  to  do  all  they 
could  to  prevent  the  emission  of  grit  from  the  boiler  stack.  During 
the  year  the  Vitreflex  Works  at  Dafen  installed  a grit  arrestor  to 
the  stack.  Complaints  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  have  now 
been  almost  eliminated  as  the  apparatus  appears  to  be  very  efficient. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1955,  will  I am  sure  assist  us  a great  deal  in 
our  efforts  to  maintain  close  co-operation  between  the  management 
of  the  various  factories  and  your  officers  for  the  prevention  of  these 
nuisances.

DISEASE 

Influenza  caused  three  deaths  and  Pneumonia  13  deaths  during 
the  year. 

Detailed  statistics  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  1955 
and  previous  years  are  given  in  Tables  at  the  end  of  the  report.

A close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Schools  Medical 
Officer  when  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  among  school- 
children. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  : 

An  adequate  level  of  immunisation,  if  maintained,  can  drive 
diphtheria  altogether  from  this  country.  Experience  in  1955  has 
shown  that  in  communities  where  immunisation  is  below  standard 
the  risk  of  infection  can  be  considerable.  A case  of  diphtheria  in  a 
school  community  can  produce  a large  number  of  carriers  and  so 
increase  the  risk  of  infection  to  any  unimmunised  children  in  that 
community,  as  well  as  to  younger  home  contacts. 

Each  generation  of  parents  needs  to  be  reminded  that  even  if 
they  rarely  hear  of  a case  of  diphtheria,  they  know  this  was  not 
always  so.  The  present  level  of  immunisation  is  still  below  what 
is  aimed  at. 

In  1954,  the  fatality  ratios  in  the  younger  age  groups  under 
1 and  1-4  were  still  high  when  compared  with  the  other  age  groups. 
It  is  emphasised  that  unless  the  immunisation  of  younger  age  groups 
can  be  made  more  complete,  the  shift  in  the  diphtheria  incidence 
from  the  ages  10-24  to  the  1-4  children  is  likely  to  persist  and  may 
well  become  more  pronounced  ; this  is  the  age  at  which  the  disease 
is  likely  to  be  more  fatal.

From  the  figures,  it  may  be  seen  that  diphtheria  is  becoming 
an  increasingly  rare  condition.  Immunisation  under  such  con- 
ditions is  essential  if  large  and  possible  serious  outbreaks  of  the 
disease  are  to  be  avoided  in  the  future. 

Poliomyelitis  : 

It  is  anticipated  that  vaccination  of  selected  groups  of  the  popula- 
tion against  poliomyelitis  would  be  made  available  during  1956. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  1955,  all  being  paralytic.  In  each 
instance  the  disease  was  slight. 

Tuberculosis  : 

The  help  of  the  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  D.  B.  Morgan,  in  assessing 
the  housing  needs  of  Tuberculous  patients  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 
This  Council  has  been  generous  in  dealing  with  the  rehousing  of 
families  in  which  Tuberculosis  and  Silicosis  occur. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  selected  Tuberculous  contacts,  who  are 
exposed  to  risks  of  infection,  is  being  carried  out  in  your  area  by  the 
Chest  Physician,  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council.

50.32%  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  cardio-vascular  diseases.  These 
were  mainly  diseases  associated  with  the  process  of  growing  old. 

14.71  % ofthe  deaths  recorded  were  due  to  malignant  neoplasms 
of  all  types. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  some  of  these  cancerous  conditions 
which  cause  death  have  a very  high  rate  cure  if  diagnosed  early,  and 
I would  especially  like  to  mention  cancer  of  the  breast  and  of  the 
skin  in  this  respect. 

15.35%  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  respiratory  diseases  including 
Tuberculosis.  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  15.28%  of 
these  deaths.
